Rumor House 
May Adjourn 
For Summer 


OTTAWA, June 2.—(CP)—Hot 
weather and slow progress in the 
Commons have started a rumor 
in the capital about a possible 
summer adjournment and a hint 
in government circles that par- 
liament may be dissolved, prob- 
ably late in August, with a gen- 
eral election in the fall. 

The rumor had it that instead of 
sitting all summer parliament 
would adjourn after the budget 
resolutions were passed, possibly 
early in July, and leave until 
autumn sittings the remainder of 
the government's legislative pro- 
gram, 


SEES “BLOW UP” 

“I hadn't heard of the rumor,” a 
cabinet minister told The Cana- 
dian Press, “but it wouldn't hurt 
my feelings any. However, I 
think you will see this whole thing 
blow up one of these days. Why, if 
we keep on as we have been doing 
we will not finish the legislative 
program before December.” 

“You mean by ‘blowing up’ that 
we will have a general election?” 

he was asked. 

“That's right,” he replied. “We 
are not getting anywhere the way 
we are going.”

TTAWA, June 2.—A remark 
made by Prime Minister King in 
introducing Prime Minister Cur- 
tin of Australia yesterday, has 
raised speculation on Canada’s 
participation in the Pacific war. 

While several official declara- 
tlons have been made assuring 
assignment of Canadian forces to 
the war against Japan as soon as 
Germany surrenders, no hint has 
been given whether Canadians 
would be sent to North or South 
Pacific or Southeast Asia. 

Mr. King said, “On the morrow 
our forces will be found closer 
than ever at the side of yours, 
sharing with our Allies in the total 
destruction of the tyranny of 
Japan.” 

This might indicate Canada will 
send forces to the southwest Pa- 
cific, to be based on Australia. 

On the other hand, some circles 
believe Canadians will be sent to 
Mountbatten’s command in India, 
Burma, and the Indian Ocean area, 
because the transfer from Europe 
would be easier to that Pacific war 
theatre than to any other.

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A Uniform History 


Senator Rupert Davies of Ontario has 
appealed in the Senate for the preparation 
of a “fair broad-minded, authorized text 
book of Canadian history" which will be 
acceptable to all the provinces, He pro- 
poses that the coming federal-provincial 
conference appoint a committee to prepare 
such a text book. 

It is an apt suggestion. We can never 
have a unified Canada if Canadian children 
continue to be taught nine different brands 
of Canadian history. 

But exactly the same thing is true in 
all fields of primary education, It is not 
enough to unify, or at least correlate, the 
teaching of history alone. The entire cur- 
riculum should be unified, so far as pos- 
sible, all across the Dominion.

Little Biak 


General MacArthur's latest island-hop- 
ping exploit has landed his troops in force 
on little Biak, 200 miles west of Dutch 
New Guinea and within 800 miles of the 
Philippines. That they are encountering 
stiffer resistance than has been met else- 
where shows that the enemy is fully aware 
of how much is at stake in the struggle for 
the island airfields, 

Based on these airfields, Allied bomb- 
ers would be within range of Japanese 
posts in Java, Borneo and Celebes, as well 
as the nearest of the Philippine group. Ex- 
cepting those in Sumatra, practically every 
Japanese base in the East Indies would 
then be within striking distance of Allied 
land-based planes, 

The capture of Biak will therefore 
mark something more than the taking of 
another stride “back to Bataan”. It will 
mark also the definite end of Tokyo's brief 
regime throughout the greater part of the 
archipelago, and the end of its undisputed 
control over the remainder, In most of the 
islands its forces have long been on the de- 
fensive. In some of them they are now 
waging a battle for survival against hun- 
ger, where they are not also battling Allied 
ground troops or hiding from the hail of 
bombs. When those on Biak have been 
liquidated the island theatre will be free of 
any semblance of effective Japanese con- 
trol. Only mopping-up operations will re- 
main to clear the area of the invaders. 

The East Indies were Tojo’s islands of 
dreams, They were to be stepping-stones 
to Australia and New Zealand. Now they 
are stepping-stones to Bataan — and 
Tokyo. 
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No More “Slamming’’? 


Mr. Bracken has been in a confessing 
mood, even to the point of seeming re- 
pentance and an impulse toward reform. 
Speaking at Lindsay, Ontario, he admit- 
ted that ‘one political party” has outdone 
all others in playing off group against 
group for party purposes. It may have 
been modesty that prevented him naming 
the offender, but that was not necessary. 
Memories of the Borden-Monk-Bourassa 
conspiracy of 1911 serve to identify the 
culprit. The new leader has evidently been 
pondering that episode in his party's his- 
tory, and thinks it would be a good idea to 
profess a change of heart. 

But it is to be doubted that many of 
his lieutenants will thank Mr. Bracken for 
dragging this skeleton out of the party 
closet. Some of them will certainly won- 
der why he chose to do so just while all 
the country knows he is making gestures 
to the Duplessis party in an attempt to 
repeat the historic coup. And there will 
be general wonderment whether he really 
meant it when he proposed to ‘“‘wash out” 
this party strategy of “slamming” Quebec 
in eight provinces and slamming all the 
rest of the country in Quebec. 

Whether Mr, Bracken was really call- 
ing for a change in party tactics, or was 
throwing out a smoke screen of lofty pro- 
fessions to hide his flirtations with Mr. 
Duplessis, time will show. Among those 
who will be interested to know are the half 
dozen or so Nationalist leaders who sat 
on his platform in the city of Quebec when 
he went there to sound the political key- 
note some weeks ago. 


They Don’t Like It 

Whatever defects he may have, Rev. T, 
C. Douglas, C.C.F. leader in Saskatchewan, 
is not wanting in nerve, At Regina he ac- 
cused the Liberals of trying to create a 
“psychology of fear’ among the electors 
so they would vote against the C.C.F, 
candidates. 

As every person who reads the news- 
papers is aware, the one and only hope 
that Mr. Coldwell and his associates have 
of attaining success in Saskatchewan or 
elsewhere is that they may be able to cre- 
ate a “psychology of fear” that the coun- 
try will go to the dogs for certain unless 
socialism replaces free enterprise. The 
burden of their song is and has been that: 
unemployment and depression must fol- 
low the war, unless our individualist 
economy is scrapped and the machinery of 
national socialism substituted for it. 

Apparently it has dawned on Mr. Doug- 
las that the Saskatchewan farmers are not 
taking stock in these predictions of in- 
evitable catastrophe and are not rallying 
to the socialist banner as their chance for 
salvation, So, whatever Mr. Coldwell and 
the rest may think about it, he wants to

The 
plan is being worked out by a commission 
set up at the United Nations conference on 
this subject, which was held some months 
ago. That is a matter in which Canada will 
be vitally interested. The Dominion not 
only produces food in export quantities, 
but must find markets abroad for half or 
more than half its total production, Any 
permanent international plan of distribu- 
tion will have to make allowance for Can- 
ada’s peculiar position.

Painted Floors Are Popular 


Add Drama to Rooms 
When Rugs Are Small; 
Help Color Scheme 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
The new floor show is the spring 

theme of an exciting exhibit of 
new rooms which has the shortage 
of rugs as its motivation, There are 
many integesting suggestions for 
floor treatment that make a few 
rugs go a long way. 

The most spectacular of these 
are the painted floors—a red-white- 
and-blue painted floor for a boy's 
room repeats the design of a chintz 
used for draperies and daybed cov- 
ering. A shaggy cotton throw rug 
in front of the daybed looks quite 
adequate as the only rug in the 
room, 

Huge, but not too insistent, white 
roses are stencilled on the char- 
coal-stained floor of the living 
room, to repeat the design of the 
chintz used for furniture coverings, 
draperies, with matching wailpaper 
in the two end bays. 

Sharp greens and yellow-greens 
in the chintz and wallpaper are re- 
peated elsewhere in the room, with 
lobster pink for an important con- 
trast color. The furniture here is 
18th century, both antique and re- 
production, 


Linoleum 

Burnt orange linoleum, with thin 
border stripes of black and lemon 
yellow, is the one touch of drama 
in the dining room. This floor is 
especially interesting as a back- 
ground for French provincial furni- 
ture in both natural beech and in 
painted finish. And with the fruit- 
patterned chintz for draperies and 
for the ruffled table cover used 
under a sectional glass top. 

On the other hand, fine rugs also 
turn up in this audacious show. In 
the library, for instance, the whole 
design of the room is inspired by 
a fine Chinese rug in Chinese yel- 
low, deep blues and lacquer tones, 
The walls and woodwork are paint- 
ed in Chinese yellow The furniture 
is Chinese modern, the highlights 
in accessories are the fireplace 
panel of tree and branch design, 
and the lacquer-toned Chinese gin- 
ger jar lamps with silk shades to 
match, 

The master bedroom has a floor 
of smoke-gray figured broadloom, 
which is pleasant with the rasp- 
berry-ice shade of the walls and the 
carnation-and-rose chintz used for 
draperies and spread, The furni- 
ture here is 18th century mahogany, 

In the nursery, deep blue pebbly- 
twist broadloom is used with pale 
blue wails, flowered chintz draper- 
ies, coarse white net curtains for 
windows and for the alcove in 
which the crib is placed—these 
held back by huge bows of rose- 
peach ribbon, Pale blue-and-white 
painted furniture, a plaid chair and 
ottoman complete the pretty pic- 
ture.

Australia Stand Misunderstood 


Regional Responsibility is 
Keynote of Empire 


Policy 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA—The belief that Aus- 
tralian policy stands for consolida- 
tion of the British Commonwealth, 
so sedulously fostered and widely 
belleved by advocates of common- 
wealth centralism, has now been 
exploded since Mr. Curtin put his 
signature to the declaration issued 
by the dominions’ prime ministers 
at the conclusion of their London 
conference. It was wrong to begin 


with and it created misunderstand- 
ing of the true position of Australia. 

The Australians have done a 
great deal of thinking about their 
position in the British Common- 
wealth and in relation to the world, 
since their narrow escape from na- 
tional extinction in 1942. The trend 
of their present policy is clearly 
stated by Mr. Curtin and his able 
lieutenant, Dr. H. V. Evatt. Aus- 
tralia possesses 
purple imperialists and self-abas- 
ing colonials. They, though their 
era went to pieces in the blood and 
heat of Singapore, have not chang- 
ed their minds, 

But the line of Australian think- 
ing is clear, despite some contra- 
dictions, and it has been the job of 
Mr. Curtin and Dr. Evatt to trans- 
late it into policy. That policy might 
be called regional responsibility, 
and no substantial dissent from it 
exists inside Australia. 

* * * 

The fledgling bird that is pushed 
from the nest probably feels first 
a sense of disaster and then, as it 
finds it can fly enough to save it- 
self, a sense of relief and self- 
confidence. Australia had an ex- 
perience like that. Early in 1942, 
Singapore was silent and two Brit- 
ish battleships lay at the bottom 
of the China Sea, the last promise 
gone of quick British aid. Even 
American aid was a doubtful thing 
for a time, since Pearl Harbor was 
devastated and the Americans 
might not have held a line west of 
Hawaii.

interests within North America? So 
far, Canadian policy covers only 
Canadian interests. Canadian-Am- 
erican policy is clear and distinct 
from British-American policy, and 
it is neither desirable nor feasible 
to merge them. 

Whether Australia’s John Curtin 
and Dr. Evatt wish to merge British 
policy with Australian policy in the 
Pacific under the effective domin- 
ance of Australia is not clear, But 
the implication is there when Dr. 
Evatt says: , 

“We have been animated not 
merely by a resolution to defend 
Australia and its territories, but 
also a determination to maintain 
the prestige of the British Com- 
monwealth in areas where Jap- 
anese military occupation and poli- 
tical infiltration have subjected the 
United Nations to tremendous 
risks.” 

What is obviously happening is 
that Australia is examining the 
new limits of its vital interests and 
its policy towards its own region 
of the world is hardening. Since 
the London conference, there is 
reason to expect that British and 
Australian policy will converge in 
the Pacific; but it will not follow 
the same pattern as existed before 
Singapore fell.

Another physical cause of irrit- | 
ability is fatigue brought on by 
long hours of work, or by tension. 
Foremen know that when men have 
been working overtime on a rush 
job, more blow-ups than usual will 
occur. Lack of sleep is another 
common cause of shortness of tem- 
per. Still another cause of irrit- 
ability is a lack of calcium in the 
diet. Food authorities are point- 
ing out that most Americans do 
not get enough calcium in their 
food and that Americans are well 
known for their nervous irritability. 
Plenty of calcium, when used by 
the body, is known to steady the 
nerves and to help produce an 
}even-tempered, calm individual. In 
experiments children who exhibit- 
ed such behavior problems that no 
one could hardie them, have 
straightened out after being sup- 
plied with plenty of calcium. 

A very common cause of a sensa- 
tion of mental irritation is a slug- 
gish eondition of the large intes- 
tine. When wastes are kept in the 
body too long, poisons are absorbed 
which affect the way one feels. You 
all know that you have a much 
sunnier outlook on life when the 
intestinal action is regular and that 
you feel peevish when the elimina- 
tion is clogged. 

I would suggest that you check 
over the above causes to see if one 
of them could be stealing away 
your natural good temper. A 
human being who is well fed, thor- 
oughly rested, and has good mental 
habits finds it just as hard to lose 
his temper as an easily irritated 
person finds it to keep his. 

Along with the action treatment 
you are also to begin to use a 
phystcological treatment as  fol- 
lows: you are to stop whatever you | 
are doing and are to fix your mind 
on a totally different idea, Pick 
out one of the following ideas and 
say it over to yourself: “I wonder 
what made that person treat me 
like that? Maybe he has had some 
bad luck which upset him.” “Some- 
thing smust be bothering him, he 
has always been a good friend of 
mine.” Or, “That is just a small 
slight and I won't let it bother me.” 
“I can overlook those trival trou- 
bles.” This reminds me of a book 
salesman who never got mad when 
cross housewives slammed the door 
in his face or set the dog on him. 
Just as soon as he saw a frown he 
would think, “Oh, well, maybe the 
baby fell out of the highchair or 
maybe she burned the dinner.” By 
using a good mental treatment on 
yourself you will find that people 
and events lose their power to 
make you angry. Persevere and 
the time will come when you have 
an even temper that cannot be 
ruffled. All of the energy which 
you once wasted on angry outbursts 
will then be available for use in 
pushing ahead up the ladder of 
success, 

In learning to overcome short- 
ness of temper it is a good plan 
to examine any criticism you hear 
of yourself to see if any part of it 
is truthful, If it is based on truth 
you have found something to 
change to improve yourself; if it is 
false then it did no harm,

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Japs Lose Heavily 
Kill or Be Killed Policy 
Pays Off in Jungle War 


OTTAWA, June 2— (CP) —Gen, Sir Thomas Blamey, 


chief of the Australian staff and Gen, Douglas MacArthur's 


deputy, in an interview yesterday said “our Australian and 
American soldiers are infinitely superior to the Japs in 


jungle fighting.” 

“The Japanese had studied 
jungle fighting and were better at 
it in the beginning, but we train- 
ed our men, infusing into them 
the right psychology—it is to kill 
or be killed—and now we kill 
three or four Japs to every man 
of ours they get. 

“Because of thelr willingness to 
die, Japanese are formidable. The 
Japs have been taught the German 
theory of attack, but their staff 
system is not nearly as efficient as 
the western one and their individ- 
ual yse of their weapons is inferior.

Revised courses in English 2, 
Social Studies 2 and Mathematics 
| 2 will be introduced in the high 

school program for the year 1944- 

45, according to word received

Other details of changes in the 
Program include a decision allow- 
ing schools that desire to teach 
Algebra 1 or Geometry 1 to stud-

The course in Mathematics 1 
introduced last year, again will be 
available for first-year students in 
1944-45; but neither Mathematics 1 
nor the new Mathematics 2 will be 
compulsory for diploma standing 
They will be compulsory for ma- 
triculation, 


TO BE RETAINED 


Courses in General Mathematics 
and 3 which were retained last 
year, will be again retained during 
the vear 1944-45, while the course 
in Science 1 introduced in the fall 
of 1943 will be discontinued, and 
standing in this course secured in 
1943-44, will be regarded as stand- 
ing in Physics 1, 

Schools that wish to teach 
Physics 1 to students who already

ONE VITAL FACTOR 

When he does start mapping 
plans, however, Gandhi's strategy 
is bound to be affected, if not 
actually moulded, by one exceed- 
ingly important change that has 
taken place since Aug. 1942, when 
he was arrested. That 1s the wholly 
altered complexion of the war in 
the Pacific. 

In August, 1942, Japanese success 
was in flood tide. 

That was the moment when the 
All-India Congress chose to pass 
a resolution demanding that 
Britain “quit India.” The weapon 
of civil disobedience was raised, 
and disorders occurred. 

To what extent Gandhi was per- 
sonally responsible for the ‘“‘quit- 
India” pronouncement, or the out- 
break of violence, may never be 
known, No record of his speeches 
to the working committee of con- 
gress at that time is available, 


ALLIES HAVE INITIATIVE 

In any case, the initiative in the 
war now has passed to Aliied 
hands, 

Hence the British position with 
respect to Gandhi and any demands 
he may present is much stronger, 

For this reason, it is not gen- 
erally believed that Gandhi will 
stand fast on the “quit-India” 
demand, Instead, political ex- 
perts believe his first move will 
be to seek an interview with the 
viceroy, Viscount Wavell, to ex- 
plain what his position was when 
he was arrested, Presumably, 
“quit India” meant the immediate 
transfer of political power to a 
Nationalist Indian government, 
but not the immediate with- 
drawal from India of all Britons. 

He probably also will explain 
whether his call for “mass action” 
meant a nation-wide campaign 
against Britain. One of his closest 
adherents says, “Only God and 
Gandhi know exaetly what he meant 
by that.” 

Another possibility is that Gandhi 
will throw his great influence to- 
ward a rapprochement between the 
predominantly Hindu congress and 
the Moslem league. 

If Gandhi could bring Hindus and 
Moslems together, one of the main 
stumbling blocks to Indian inde- 
pendence would have been re- 
moved, 
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“If I was you, sir, I'd avoid givin’ him any orders for a 
few days. He's in @ pretty bad-tempered mood.”

John Crawford, chief inspector of 
mines, This year. 9,915 tons were 
mined in the month, while in

1943 there were 27,331 tons mined. 

In the January-April period, pro- 
duction here dropped 55,580 tons 
from the comparative period in 
1943, This year, 137,286 tons were 
mined in the four months. 

Total provincial production to the 
end of April totalled 2,385,327 tons, 
compared to 2,691,052 tons mined: 
last year. 

Provincial total for April was 
496,859 tons, somewhat below the 
566,335 tons mined in April, 1943. 

The April production figure is 
made up as follows: Edmonton 
area, 9,915 tons; Domestic field, 
139,330 tons; sub-bituminous field, 
55,117. tons; and bituminous field, 
302,412 tons.

Bailing Out in Murky Weather 


Proves to be “‘Touchy’’ Experience 


Bailing out over enemy-held 
territory is bad, 
conditions can sometimes make 
the experience just about as 
touchy over the homeland itself. 


At least that’s the view held by 
Pilot Officer William A. Bellman, 
Edmonton-born son of Mrs. L. 
Bellman of 9641 105A avenue, who 
described bailing out over Britain 
when heavy fog blacked out all 
landing fields in a letter to his 
mother and brother Paul Bellman, 
also of this city. 

An airgunner on an R.C.A.F. 
heavy bomber, PO. Bellman was 
recently promoted to a commis- 
sioned rank. He has completed one 
full tour of operations and is start- 
ing a second. 

A former hockey star with the 
E.A.C. Bantams, PO. Bellman at- 
tended Queen's avenue, McCauley 
and Victoria high schools before 
joining the air force in 1942. 


GIVES DESCRIPTION 

Describing his initiation to the 
Caterpillar club, PO. Bellman 
wrote: 

“We went on an operational trip 
a few days ago and it's one I'll 
never forget. We came back from 
the raid and as weather would not 
permit landing at our own base 
we were diverted to another. It 
was just as bad there an¥ although 
we made eight attemps we still 
were unable to land, it being im- 
possible to see lights from 100 feet. 

“There were four other planes 
in the circuit with us and they, 
too, were unable to land. We de- 

cided to bail out as we had only 
20 minutes’ supply of petrol left. 

“It was surprising how calm we 
were although we were al! scared 
stiff. We went out, one by one, 
through the same hatch. I was the 
third to go. After leaving the plane 
I wasn’t scared at all. 

“| turned a somersault and 
pulled my ripcord. It sure is a 
great relief when you feel the 
jerk of the chute opening. It was 
so foggy | didn’t see the ground 
until | hit it. We all landed in a 
nice ploughed field and | got up 
without a scratch. 

“I made my way to a farm house 
and phoned the station. The people 
made me bacon and eggs and were 
very nice. 

“None of the other planes landed 
safely. Quite a few were killed and 
some drowned when they bailed 
out over the water. 

“They were all very nice guys 
and it doesn’t seem right without 
them here. It sure was a disastrous 
night for our squadron. 


LOSE MASCOT 

“Our mascot, ‘Oscar’ went down 
with the plane and I don't think 
we'll get another. I am keeping the 
handle to the ripcord for a souve- 
nir,” the officer concluded. 

Paul Bellman, a brother to the 
pilot officer served as an airgun- 
ner overseas for several months 
before being returned to Canada 
for discharge on medical grounds.

128 Credit Unions 
Now in Province 


Alberta now has 128 credit unions 
with a total membership of ap- 
proximately 12,000, according to 
figures released Friday by F. J. 
Fitzpatrick, supervisor of credit 
unions for the province. 

Since the unions were first start- 
ed several years ago, loans to meme 
bers have totalled $1,656,064. Dur- 
ing the month of March, loans in- 
creased by $103,000, and assets by 
more than $50,000. 

At March 31, assets of the credit 
unions stood at $620,385, with cash 
at $192,842, investments $69,447, and 
loans $356,279. 

According to Mr. Fitzpatrick, the 
average member of a credit union 
owns slightly over $50 of assets, 
uses about $30 of credit, controls 
about $16 of cash in his union and 
about $575 of a union's investments,
